AN OUTRAGEOUS IMPOSITION. 


Last fall, whea the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, the Hon. Green B. Raum, was bere, 
we called his attention to this matter, and told 
hin olainiy that the United States could not 
expect to hold its foreign trade with this bur- 
densome restriction upon the manufacturer. 
We conlde’t staud it. It was then apparent to 
all of us that these would destroy 
effectually our export trade, and we so 
presented the case to the Commissioner, It 
was by no means difficult to make bim see just 
how the burden fell upon us. Let me explain 
itto you: The goods were shipped to New 
York. When tber were gauged there and found 
to be shert, we lost, first, the value of the goods 
to us,—15 cents per gallon on every gallon short. 
There was our property gone. Then the Gov- 
ernment stepped in, and. to punish us for this 
shortage, assessed us 90 cents per gallon. In 
other words, it was the penalty for what might 
be purely the result of evaporation or leakage. 
Of it was not to our ihterest to lose 
the spiri but it was lost more or less, 
and we had to pay the penalty roundly. If we 
should start 100 gallons out from Chicaéo 
New York, and bat ninety gallons should gaué 
up there, it would be presumed that there had 
deen crooked werk ou the part of the shipper 
and be would not only lose the commerce 
value of his product, but have to plank down 
90 cents per proof gallon additional. 

* The regulations specify that if alcohol ar- 
rives in New York, and there shall be no vessel 
there at the time of its arrrwal to transport it to 
the other side of the water, or its shipment shal! 
be prevented from any other cause, then the 
Collector of Customs at New York shal! put it 
into a suitable wareheuse, where it shali be pro- 
tected from weather, etc. Now, this bas not 
been done, to my certain knowledge. Alcohol 
in large quantities nas been permitted to lie on 
the docks in New York exposed to all sorts of 
weather, sunsbine, and rain, for as long a period 
as thirty days.

How ItLeooks Through Ruf“ Hatch’s 


Spectacles. 

Mr. Rufus Hatch, who has cut quite a promi- 
nent figure in the New York combination con- 
trolling the dealin spring wheat, arrived in the 
city Saturday evening. A reporter of Tun 
Tammo called on him at th@ Palmer House to 
get some information from hifm as to the future 
prospects of the deal, as well as his opinions on 
the crop prospects at home and abroad. 

In response to a question as to the situation 
Mr. Hatch said: “I don’t keep Mr. Keene’s 
books, and the situation can be stated in a few 
words. Mr. Keene believed that wheat was a 
good property to have and so be purchased a 
large amount of it, intending to hold it for 
higher, and what he deemalegitimate, prices.”

About a year ago many friends of the de- 
ceased, both in this city and in Cincinnati, be- 
coming interested in nis behalf, endeavored to 
procure for him sa foreign mission, and 
to this end called President Haves’ 
attention to the matter. The Chief 
Executive bimeeif guggested Dr. Clark 
for Minister to Peru. Subsequently this was 
found out of the question, but the Presidest re- 
marked to a mutual friend, “Dr. Clark is booked 
for a place, and he has only to wait a short 
time.” Meanwhile the Doctor was offered a 
Conculaté in the northern part of Sagth Amer- 
ica, which he declined. 

Overwork was the indirect cause of his death. 
His labors, both literary and church, Were in- 
cessant and arduous, keeping him iu a state of 
constant ménutal strain. 

Dr. Clark was a graceful and prolitic writer, 
amd the author of several works which have had 
an extensive sale. His first publication was en- 
titled . The Old Log School-House,” and then 
followed “ Scheol-Day Dialogues,” “ Work-Day 
Christianity,” “Gospel in the Trees,’ 
“Sermons on Common Things,” and Start- 
ing Out.” His last work was “Summer Ram- 
hles in Europe,” embracing sketches of travel 
in England, Scbtland, Holland, Belgium, Ger- 
many, Switzerland, and Franee, which he visited 
in 1876. He also completed the “Voice of 
Praise,” the hymual now used by the Methodist 


Protestant Church in the North and West. Be- 
sides these permanent volumes and the contri- 
butions for the Methodist Recorder and the Sun- 
day-school papers under his control, which were 
very prolific, he also contributea to the leading 
i and magazines throughout the country. 
The labor whieh he performed in visiting An- 
nual and General Conferences both of his own 
and other churches in this and other lands, as 
the honored representative of his own denomi- 
nation, was very great. In 1865 he received the 
hovorary degree of A. M. from Mount Union 
College, Ohio, and also from Oberlin University 
the same year,—both institutions of other de- 
oe — mete In 1875 he received 
egrec Doctor of Divinity at 
Delaware, 3. : 
Dr. Clark was 45 years old at the time of his 
death. His wife was Miss Annie Doughaday 
of Wellsville, O., and she, with a family of 
eleven children, mourns over the great bereave- 
ment. Abouttwo years ago Dr. Clark pur- 
chased a farm at Wellsville, W. Va., near his 
own and bis wife’s former home, and latterly did 
most of his literary worl there, coming to this 
city to attend to hisnewspaper labors. Of; his 
family, a daughter. Alice, married Mr. T. K. 
Davidson, of the East End, a short time since. 
One son, William, is at Adrian College, Michi- 
gen; another son, Edward, is in business at 
Philadelphia; and a third son, Samuel, is at 
home.

THE “BACK TAXES’” DECLARED LEGAL, 
The Supreme Court of this State has ren- 
dered judgment in favor of the City of 
Chicago in the case of the back taxes.” It 
will be remembered that the General Reve- 
nue law of 1872, which went into operation 
July 1, 1872, provided for the levy of all 
taxes on the valuation or assessment of 

property as made for State taxation. For 
various reasons—the city just then recover- 
ing from the consequences of the fire, in- 
cluding among those consequences the 
remission of 50 cent of ong year’s taxes 
after the expendi for that year had 
been made, and the loss of revenue from 
the destruction of property—it was at- 
tempted by the Legislature to provide for 
levying city taxes on a special or city 
valuation. Under this law and several 
amendatory acts, the taxes for 1872, 1878, and 
1874 were levied, disregarding the assessment 
for State purposes made under the General 
Subsequently the Supreme 
Court declared all these tax levies on city 
valuations were illegal, and, so far as the 
taxes were unfair, were void. That portion 
of these taxes unpaid at that time and which: 
were thus legally sponged out of existence 
amounted to about two millions and a balf 
of dollars, and unfortunately were represent- 
ed by outstanding city scrip bearing interest. 
The fity had treated these unpaid taxes as 
assets, but the decision of the Court had de- 
stroyed them, This decision had the effect, 
however, of bringing about that reform in 
the city expenditures and excited that public 
interest which resulted in the reform of the 
City Government in 1876, under which 
Mayor Heats was elected. 

The Legislature of 1877 passed a law au- 
thorizing the City Government to extend the 
tax levies for 1873 and other years, on the 
State valuation, and proceed to qpllect these 
back taxes. Judgment was obtained on this 
new levy in 1878. In the meafitime a large 
portion of the tax had been voluntarily paid. 
and a year ago there remained, perhaps, 
$1,500,000 due under the new levy for the 
old taxes. Of this sum about $1,000,000 
was forfeited, and an appeal was taken on 
about $500,000. The ‘present decision of 
the Supreme Conrt affirms the constitution- 
ality of the act of 1877, and declares the 
judgment for the unpaid balance of the back 
taxes valid. 

The portion of the 1 not paid last year 
but forfeited to the State under a penalty of 
10 per cent has been extended on the 
warrant for this year with the penalty; ‘the 


| portion appealed is also in the same condi- 


tion. Judgment will be given for these 
taxes at the present term, and the property 
will be sold for these back taxes unless the 
same be paid in due time. N 

Though the decision does not place direct- 
ly or immediately at the poy of the City 
Government the million and a Half of dollars 


has a lien on all the property in default for 
that sim of money with 10 per cent interest, 
since 1878. This lien is perpetual until 
paid; the penalty, however, after this year 
will be increased from 10 to 25 per cent. 
The cheaper way, therefore, is to pay the 
tax. No portion of this real property can 
well be sold, or transferred, or mortgaged 
without first paying these and all other 
taxes, and under the increased penalties 
which take effect next year a neglect to pay 
will render the ultimate and inevitable pay- 
ment a large one. 
The outstanding scrip issued against these 
taxes is not much in excess at this time 
300,000. This willbe rapidly taken up, 
and, it may be expected confidently that out 
of these unpaid back taxes the city will 
eventually have a million at dollars surplus 
with which to begin the ‘“‘ pay-as-you-go” 
policy, to which the city for many obvious 
reasons must come in order to do business 
honestly and in a business manner. The 
scrip policy is a mere makeshift which 
should be abandoned at the earliest possible 
moment.

In assailing the silver policy, therefore, 
Mr. Cuanpuzr is simply denouncing the Re- 
publicans in and out of Congress who fairly 
represented the sentiments of their constitu- 
ents and of the people generally of all par- 
ties. 

Nor is Mr. Caanptrr any more fortunate 
in his comments on tbe silver question. His 
whole statement is a succession of falsehoods 
so gross as to be wholly ivexcusable. Sinee 
January last there bas been no money in cir- 
culation in this country that has been depre- 
ciated; the gold, silver, and paper have had 
the same value, have been exchangeable, and 
each has been able to purchase as much as 
There has been no man compelled 

to pay out silver dollars for 85 cents; there 
has never been a day when the silver dollar 
or the paper dollar would not purchase as 
much of anything as the gold dollar. There 
has never been a day when the gold eagle 
would purchase any more silver dollars 
than it would paper dollars or gold 
‘Wéllars, and never a day when the holder 
of silver dollars has been compelled 
to pay jhe slightest premium for gold. 
The American silver dollar passes as current 
aud will purchase as much in Europe as will 
the gold, dollar. There is not a laboring man 
or any other man in all the United Stakes, 
including Detroit and the State of Michigan, 
who has ever lost one cent by the coinage of 
silver dollars. When he maile this state- 
ment in the Senate, when he asserted that 
the labor of this country lost $180,000,000 
annually by the coinage of the silver dollars, 
he stated what he knew and what all the 
men around him knew to be a most inde- 
fensible falsehood. If his purpose in making 
such stetemegts be to coerce or bulldoze the 
Republicans and the Republican party into 
an hostility to bi-metalliam, and in- 
to a support of an exclusive gold 
currency, then Mr. Cuarfhzr has undertaken 
a job beyond his powers, The silver 
dollar is the protection guaranteed to the 
American people against any scheme of con- 
fiscation resulting from an exclusively gold 
currency. So long as the American people 
have the legal option to pay debts in gold or 
silver, the gold or silver coin of the United 
States cannot depreciate relatively, and the 
variations of the prices of metals cannot 
impair the value of the coin, nor can the 
failure of the supply of either metal or the 
combinations of money brokers furnish a 
‘* corner” in either gold or ailver as to de- 
prive the people of the free use of the other. 
Mr. Cuanpixr’s statement concerning our 
silver dollars was ill-advised, untimely, im- 
politic as a party Matter, grossly malicious, 
and scandaloualy false. 


“GENTLEMAN GuonaE” ON THE SITUA-

candidate, Gen, Ewia, will give him a 
strong hold upon the next Democratic nom- 
ination for President. There is good reason 
to believe, therefore, that the canvass of the 
State will be as thorough and the contest as 
spirited this year as it was when R. B. Ham 
and Rise-Up“ WIA ALLEN were the 
candidates. 

Every trustworthy indication of the 
result, thus far, is favorable to Re- 
publican success. The rival candidates 
are both men of excellent character, 
bat Mr. Fosrun has a personal advantage 
over Gen. EW in his greater popularity. 
He has a faculty for making friends which 
Gen. Ewa is said to lack, and, so far as the 
personal influence of the two candidates is 
concerned, the former will bring more 
strength to the Republicans than the latter 
to the Democrats. An adverse influence will 
be brought to bear against Gen. Ewa, too, 
from the Eastern wing of the Democratic 
party, which fearsthat his election as Gov- 
ernor of Ohio would ‘lead to his nomination 
for President, and which apprehends that 
such an event would be fatal to the Demo- 
cratic ambition to gain control of the Gener- 
al Government. M Democrats are im- 
pressed with the importance of carrying Ohio 
this fall, but the hard money Democrats who 
know that Ewire could not, as a Presidential 
candidate, carry a single Eastern State, are 
inclined to think that the lossof Ohio this 
fall will be less disastrous to the party than 
Ewr1ne’s nomination for President would be. 
This feeling is G@iculated to impair Gen. Ew- 
os chances of success very seriously. 

The National issues in the Ohio campaign 
are distinctly marked. Perhans the financial 
question is the most conspicuous by reason 
of Ewrna's candidature. This gentleman is 
one of the pioneers of fiatism, and has done 
more than any one else to give that school of 
finance special designation and local habita- 
tion as the Ohio Mea. He is a firm be- 
liever in the notion that the value of money 
can be fixed by Government stamp, or fiat, 
and favors the scheme for fixing the currency 
of the nation by constitutional amendment 
at a certain sum per capita. He was the 
author of the temporary modification of that 
general scheme which Senator TaurMan 
subsequently adopted as . his own, 
viz.: The retirement of National-bank 
notes and the substitution of legal-tender 
Government notes to the same amount. 
This proposition was generally understood 
by its friends and by its opponents to bea 
preliminary step in the effort to secure an 
irredeemuble and practically unlimited paper 
currency as the only money of the country. 
It was felt on both sides that the doubling-up 
of the present volume of greenbacks would 
break down resumption, bring about a new 
depreciation of the Government currency, 
and thus furnish the excuse and opportunity 
for setting the Government printing-machines 
to work again, and for reeling off fiat scrip 
to any extent that popular delusion might 
demand. This project was thoroughly can- 
vassed in the last general election in Ohio, 
when TuvRMan and others advocated it on 
the stump, and the result was the defeat 
of the Democratic party which sustained 
it. Since then resumption has become an 
accomplished fact and a demonstrated suc- 
cesa, and it is scarcely possible that fiatism in 
any form will be received by the people of 
Ohio with as much favor as it was a year 
ago, when it was repudiated.

benefit, so to speak, and leave him some. 


millions in good pounds sterling. But Joun 
didn't know it all the same, and so he left 
for the United States, where he married a 
French woman, went to fight the French and 
Indians, and was killed im battle. There 
were several lots of Hypzs in this country, 
and it so happened that, some years 
ago, the wrong lot got wind of the 
fact that there were two or three 
hundred million dollars, more or less, 
snugly tucked away in the Bank of England, 
all for the Hype family, but unfortunately 
to the credit of the High Court of Chancery. 
This wrong lot of Hyrpzs petitioned to have 
the sum divided up amongst them. But the 
High Court gf Chancery was very technical 
about the matter, and finally convinced the 
petitioners that they were all wrong; that 
Joun Hrn was not so much as a fifteenth 
cousin to any one of their great-zreat-grand- 
fathers. About a week ago Mr. H. C. Parxs; 
86 Front street, New York, ascertained that 
his wife was no common Hypz; in a word, 
that she was descended in a direct line from 
the unfortunate Jon who married a French 
woman, and died fighting his wife’s country- 
men and the Indians. Mr. Panxe told his 
wife immediately all about her progenitor 
Joun, and his brothers Josnua and Hun. 
nur, who, it seems, were real good fellows, 
veritable Cheeryble Brothers, who hugged 
one another every morning before they went 
into the counting-roem, and invariably kissed 


like a couple of school-girls when they re- 


tired to their bachelor couch, Whether 
they had a clerk named Iim Linkenwater is 
not recorded. Indeed, this isthe only mias- 
ing link in the chain of evidence connecting 
Mrs. Pink, nee Hrn, with the Hypz 
(Oheeryble) brothers. It is sgarcely neces- 
sary to say that Mrs. Pakxr was delighted, 
As a child directly descended from Jon 
Hrn, she had wept childish tears of vexa- 
tion at the loss of all trace of Jon brothers, 
Josuva and Hvumemery. She was nearly 
prostrated by emotion, but she gathered 
strength sufficient to produce two old family 
Bibles, the records in which abundantly 
establish her identity. Mr. Pans seized 
these and rushed frantically to his office at 
No. 86 Front street, bought a fire-and- 
burglar-proof safe, and locked in .the 
precious treasure. Since that auspicious 
event, Mr. Panxe has been, as he expresses 
himself, hard at it. working day and night, 
and doing all I can to get our share of that 
little balance.” 

„There is some little difficulty at pres-

Wedo not wish to dampen the ardor of 
Mr. Pant, but we caunot refrain from 
warning him that the Hrpz case might go 
over some foggy morning on a mere sch.

COUNTESS LAMBERTINI. 


End of the Famous tambertini- Antonelli 
Will Case..The Judicial Decision. 
New. York Herald. 

One of the most interesting cases ever regis- 
tered in the annals of the forum was brought to 
aclose a few days ago at Rome. Countess 
Lambertini, the self-styled daughter of Cardinal

The award of the Supreme 
Court of Rome did not astonish any one. After 
the excitement that the case has caused, it will 
not be amiss to glance at the legal and moral 
features of the soit and its final decision. As

No men- 
tion whatever was made in that document of 


Lambertini, who, as rumor had it, was the 
Cardinai’s natural daughter. As the share 
of a natural child, in the absence of legitimate 
descendants, is, accor to the Italian code, a 
fo .of the amount of the inheritance; and 
as same law forbids a father to overlook the 
rights of his children, Countess Lambertiui, who 
claimed to be the Uardinal’s dauguter, instituted 
- procéedings to have the will set aside, and her 
character The Avtonellf family 
stoutly denied the story of ber filiation; de- 
clined to listen to anything that might oring 
discredit. upon the memory of the deceased 
preiate, and repeatedly refused to enter into 
any arrangement with her, although Pius IX. 
begged of them to avoid scandal. 

On July 5, 1877, she commenced suit, fifty- 
three being the main facts upon which her action 
was grounded. She claimed that Angelo and 
Maria Marconi were not her parents; that she 
had been intrusted to them by the Cardinal; 
that she was born of an intrigue of the latter 
with a foreigu lady of rank; that the Cardinal 
always loved and treated her as a daughter, 
and that she was publicly known as such. 
A well-contrived story, in which a woman— 
Mme. Gervasi—played a prominent part, sup- 
ported her assertion. The Coyntess was per- 
mitted to prove everything she desired. though 
tlie law hardly permitted such latitude as she 
was granted by the Courts. One of the best 
lawyers of Italy, Signor Taiani, undertook her 
defense, and she ined her suit before the 
lower court, or, as it is called in Italy. the Civil 
Tribunal. From this sentence, which as- 
tonished Europe, although the © circumstan- 
tial evidence in favor of the Countess’ assertion 
was rather strong, the Antonelli brothers 
naturally appealed, and the judgment was re- 
versed. The case was finally taken before the 
Supreme Court, but the contest came near fall- 
ing on account, it is said, of the poverty of the 
plaintiff. Prof. Mancini, the most eloquent of 
the Italian lawyers, and a man of wonderful 
learning who bas been several times a member 
of the ian Cabinet, generously offered his 

_services to the Countess gratuitously, and the 
case was carried through the last stage of juris- 
diction, though unhappily for the plaintiff. 

The matters relating to her birth, claimed the 
illustrious counsel of the Countess, must be 

ttled according to the jaws prevailing at the 
ime (1855). This was the old Roman and Canon 
law; as incorporated in the Kegolaments,”’ 
published by Gregory XVI. This law, although 
iordidding in principle any inquiry as to the pa- 
ternity of a child born in wediock, admitted the 
testimony of witnesses in doubtful important 
cases. Moreover, here ie pot a question, Mau- 
emi said, ofadultery, when the maxim, “ Pater est 

uem nuptie demonstrant,’? may be avplied. 
This is a case of simulated adoption. Countess 
Lambertini is no more the daughter of Maria

A SINGULAR STORY. 


A Mysterious SuicRie, and the Remarkable 
Developments that Foliowed It. 
Cincinnats Enquirer. 

The subjoined story of a life, the principal 
characters of whieh are well known in this city 
und New York, reais like a romance. Albert 
Post, the central figue in the story, was a few 
véars ago well known in social and business 
circles in Cincinnatl. He was the son-in-law of 
Mr. George Lewis, the senior member of the 
firm of George Lewis & Sons, importers and 
dealers in drass goods, at present doing business 
at No. 116 West Fourth street. This was in 
1871. The firm was then Lewis & Livingst®n, 
and they carried on the same business at Nos. 
118 and 120 West Fourth street, where Thomas 
Livingston & Co. now do business. Post 
was employed by the firm as bookkeeper. A 
few years vrior to this Mr. Lewis lived with his 
family in New York, and there Post met his future 
wife, Miss Ida Lewis, a young girl of rare ver- 
sonal beauty. After Mr. Lewis removed io Cin- 
cinvati, Mr. Post, who resided in New York, 
continued nis visits to Miss Ida, and they were 
i soon after married at the residence of Mr. Lewis, 
“at 257 Auburn street, Mount Auburn. Post is 
Spoken of ssa man Of fine business qualifica- 
tions and good habits, and of extraordinary fine 
appearance. His manyexcellent traits of charac- 
ter won to him many friends, and he had not 
been here above a year until be was onc of the 
most popular voung men of the city. The firm 
of Lewis & Livingston was well known and was 
doing a large business. Post was the son-in-law 
of the senior member, and his prospects ver 
bright. His wife wa’ young and beautiful, and, 
so faras the outside world could judge, loved 
him with all of a woman’s devotion. After they 
had been married a yearor more a child was 
born to them. 

One Saturday morning, in the summer of 
187% Post kissed his wile and baby good-by, and 
left them while he went on a business trip to 
Columbus, this State, promising to return on 
the following Monday. He did not return on 
Monday, as his family exvected he would. 
‘Tuesdav, Wednesday, and Tuursday brought uo 
intelligence of him. His wife was greatly 
alarmed, and his friends could not account for 
his strange absence. A telegram Was sent to 
the business house which he was to have visited 
at Columbus, and the response came back that 
he had not been there. is family and friends 
were now thoreugbly alarmed, and the greatest 
interest was felt regarding the missing man. 
His absence was unaccountable. His books 
were found to be all right, and no reason could 
be assigned for his going away. The mystery 
was deepening every hour, and on Friday 
a telegram was received from London, 
a town pear Columbus, that a stranger, 
answering to the deascrivtion of Mr. Post, 
had committed suicide, by poisoning, at 
un hotel at that place on Sunday, aud that the 
body had been buried there. Mr. Lewis and h 
family did not believe that Mr. Post had com- 
mitted suicide, and could not think that the 
4 man was he. Nevertheless Mr. Harvey 
Lewis, now one of the firm of Lewis & Sons, 
went up to London to examine the clothing and 
effects of the dead man. The clothing was eu- 
tirely different from that worn by Mr. Post 
when he left home. The hat was the same size, 
style, and manuiaeture, but it was almost new, 
while Mr. Post had worn bis hat for two years. 
Mr. Lewis described his brother-in-law to the 
persons who had seen the straager before and 
after death, and the description agreed with 
the sufeide. The Coroner who beld the in- 
quest, and every juror. with one exception, 
were of the opinion that the dead man was 
Mr. Post. But how to account for the cloth- 
ing being entirely different from that worn 
by him? The fact that Post did not go to 
| Columbus, as he told his wife he intended to do, 
led his friends to believe that perhaps he had 
com mitted suicide, although there appeared to 
have been absolutely no cause to lead him to 
take his own life. If he intended to kill bim- 
self, and wished to hide his identity, be would 
naturally change his clothing. There was not 
-one article among the effects of the stranger by 
which his identity might bave been fixed,—-no 

per, no letters, not even a key or a et- 
nie. It appeared that he had p put 
everything out of the way before taking the 
poison. Mr. Harvey Lewis returned home and 
gave it as hu Opinion that the suicide was not 
Mr. Post, and this opinion was shared many 
of bis friends. »Mrs, Post, however, ‘Was not 
satisfied, as the description she h the de- 
ceased agreed with that of her husband, with 
the exception of the clothing worn, and prep- 
arations were to distuter the body for 
identification. Mrs. Mr. Lewis, and bis 
sons aud several intimate friends went to Lon- 
don for that purpose. 5

Post in life testified, to the best of 
edge and belief, that the body before 
his. Mrs. Post was fully convinced on this 
point. ‘The next most important witness was 
Samuel Johoson, an insurance agent, who bad 
isqued a life-insurance policy to Mr. Post, and 
who knew him well. Jounson was at that time 
Agent for the Union Mutual Company, of 
Maine. He was extensively known in this city 
as an insurance map of great industrv and abili- 
ty. and if be were living now his recollections of 
this affair would be very interesting. Mr. John- 
sun died in Washington, Ind., about two years 
azo. He was called to that place on b 
took sick at his hotel, and died before his wife 
or frieods could reach him. Johnson had issued 
a policy to Mr. Post for $5,000. He was present 
at the second inquest, and so positive was be 
that the deceased was Mr. Post that he e 
a willingness to pay the insuranee. Not only 
was the dead man a counterpart in face and gen- 
oral appedrance of Mr. Post, but the books of 
the Insurunce Company showed that the bight 
was exactly the same. The body was a trifle 
larzer around the chest than the measurement 
of Mr. Post showed him to have been, but this 
was accounted for from the fact that the body 
* — swollen some, as was noticeable in the face. 
rs. Post recollected that ner husband had one 
teoth filled; no more. The dead man had the 
same tooth filled, and no other. 

The mystery enshrouding the suicide of the 
strange man was now cieared up iu the minds 
of those familiar with the affair, and the bod 
was brought to Cincinnati by Mr. Lewis an 
reinterred in his lot in Spring Grove Cemetery. 
As soon as the proper notice of the death was 
furnished to the Company in which Mr. Post 
had been insured. the money was paid to the 
heir. As usual in such cases a bond was re- 
quired by the Company, indemnifying them 
from logs in the event that the deceased should 

rove not to be the person insured. Nr. George 
wis readily gave such bond in the sum of 
$5,000. The money was then paid through the 
agent, Mr. Johnson, to Mrs. Post, and was af- 
terward, as is stated, put into the business of 
Mr. Lewis. 

This was in 1872. While Mrs. Post was still 
mourning the loss of ber husband, her only 
child, the one solace of her life, sickened and 
died. This double bereayment fell with crush- 
ing ween upon the sad beart of Mrs. Post. 
The y was buried beside the lately 
made grave in Spring Grove Cemetery. 
For five ‘summers the disconsolate mother 
planted and tended the flowers upon 
these graves; for five weary summers she be- 
dewed them with her tears. On the page of life 
is written many as romance. Mrs. Post 
could pot credit the of her own senses 
when, five years after the disappearance of her 
husband, she one day received a note from him 
through the mail stating that he was alive. The 
note came from the frontier at Arizona. It was 
painfully brief. Jt contained only the informa- 
tion, as briefly put as possible, that after leaving 
bome one fair Saturday morning he bad traveled 
West and joined the regular army. In all that 
time he had been on duty of the frontéer. He 
offered no explanation of his going away, and 
said nothing about coming back. ‘There Was no 
questioning the genuineness of the letter. it 
was in the peculiar handwriting of Mr. Post and 
was 80 pronounced by all who were familiar 
with it, and compared exactly with his writing 
on the books of his old firm, and with the 
numerous letters left by bim. On recetying 
this startling inteliigepce Mr. Lewis notified the 
Insurance Company of the fact of his son-in- 
law being alive, made good his bond to the 
Company for the $5,000 paid to his daughter. 

Post never came home. Not long alter this 
his wife rerelved a letter from his otlicers bear- 
ing the intelligence that be had died in the 
army and was buried. The latter stated, also, 
that he had entered the army under an assumed 
name, aud it was only a snort time Defore his 
death that he revealed hia identity. Mrs. Post 
is still living with ber father on Mount Auburn. 
For several years she has been afflicted with 
spinal-disease, and for some months, until with- 
in the past week, has been in the Good Samari- 
tan Hospital. A strauge tact in convection 
with this story is that Post's father left his fam- 
ily in New York as mysteriously as did tne son 
leave bis family in this city. Both father and 
son went to Arizogs. 


WHY THEY ARE COMING. 


Explanation of the Recent Influx of Chinese. 
San Franctac® Chronicie. 

The recent arrival of 1,000 Chinese upon the 
steamer City ot Tokio has caused considerable 
comment in various places east and west of 
the Rocky Mountains. Those who know com- 
paratively nothing in regard to the true features 
of the matter have concocted various 
stories in reference to it. The arrival was a re- 
markable one, as no steamer for many years 
past has brought to California such a large num- 
ber of Chinese at this season of the year. The 
usual number of aruvals during this season for 
years past has rarely exceeded 100, the City of 
Tokio bringing the largest number—125—in 
Jane or July, 1878. A Chronicle repofter called 
upon Col. F. A. Bee, the Consul of the 
Chinese Empire at this port, and from him ob- 
tained an explanation of the recent arrivals. 
Consal Bee stated that in Hong Kong and the 
districts in China from which the Celestials in 
this country have principally come, the prog- 
ress of the recent bill in relation to the Chi- 
nese before the National Legislature was care- 
fully watched. ‘They knew the provisions in 
reference to restricting any ove vessel from 
bringing more than fifteen; and as there are 
hundreds there wuo have been in and intend to 
return to this country, they waited for the news 
of its rejection or passage with great interest. 
When the bill passed both Houses, Reuter’s 
agents telegraphed the fact around the world, 
and the Chinese believed the bill bad become a 
law. They knew nothing in regard to the Presi- 
dent’s veto, but thought that the matter had 
been finally settled by wwe passage of the bill 
through both Houses, 

Convinced that only fifteen could come at one 
time after the 4th of July, the large number 
who wanted to returu to this country made up 
their minds to come at once, thereby running no 
risk of paying increased rates of passage or of 
1 for an indefinite time to be one 
of the fortunate fifteen that should se- 
cure a passage on boats arriving here after 
Juiy 4 Consul Bee stated that he visited the 
Tokio on her arrival here, and recognized many 
of those who came as men who had been for 
years in California and who had gone on a visit 
to China, From inquiries made by him, he as- 
certained that fully 70 per cent of the 1,000 had 
been in the country before. Many of them 
brought their families with them, they having 
gone home for that purpose. f those who 
did come there were a number who did not in- 
tend to return until next winter. Of the re- 
mainder, the largest number are destined for 
Honoiulu,; to which place many of them held 
through tickets. The sagar-planters of the 
Sandwich Islands are very anxious to 
obtain Chinese feld 
some difficulty in 
California, because e wages they are 
willing to pay are lower than are paid here. 
They, therefore, have to resort to Hong Kong, 
but there they meet with another difficulty. 
Hone Kong is a Crown colony of England, and, 
_Englisb dependencies in Australia desiring to 
obtain Chinese laborers, it is said that Pope 
Hennessy. Governor of Hong Kong, discour- 
ages immigration to Honolulu and California, 
m order to turn the stream toward Eoglisp col- 
ounies. 

South Australia wants the Chinese to settle 
in its northern territory, while the sugar plant- 
ers of the Fiji Islinds want them for the same 
work that the planters of the Sandwich islands 
do. These facts render it difficult for the 
Chipese to leave direct from Hong 
to Honolulu.

ERNEST. MORRIS... 


Returning te Brazil te Explere the Unknown 
District of the Upper Japura. 
New York World, Jules. 

Mr. Ernest Morris, Indiana’s youog natural- 
ist and explorer, who described in letters to 
the World his exploration of the Rio Negro 
during bis last stay in Brazil, is to sail to-day 
for Para in the steamer City of Para, to make 
another attempt to ascend the great but 
almost totally unexplored Rio Japura, which 
flows into the Amazon at Teffe, 1.800 mies 
from the sea. The Japura has three mouths, 
that at Teile being the most important and 
the most distant, being 2560 miles bigher up 
the Amazon. Mr. Morris on reaching Pars 
will at once push op to Teffe, which 


will be bis headquarters. He hag 2 little outfit 
and will buy at ‘Yeffe one of those rather 
clumsy canoes ia which the Indians navigate 
the river. In this de will embark with his 
8 the crew will be composed of about 
twenty indians. Mr. Morris, the last time he 
was in Brazil, to ascend the Japura, but 
was prevented by the tribes of hostile Indians 
living on the eastern bank about thirty days’ 
journey or 150 miles from Teile. He only a 
small company with him at the time and was not 
abic to buy $0 pass up the river. This 
time he is better able to pay toll, and besides, 
guided by experience, wil) keep as close as possible 
to the western shore, which is pearly six miles 
from the eastern.

These falis will, be thinks, be a serious obstacle, 
as the canoe must be carried around them.

A large por- 
tion of it is covered by forests which are yearly 
flooded. Wandering Indians bave carried to 
settlements of whites wonderful stories of the 
mineral wealth of this region, and handfuls of 
gold-dust have been vrocured from time to time 
in support of their tales. I

SPANISH BULL-FIGHTS. 


A Dull as Wellasa Brutal Performance. 
Seville Correspondence London Times. 

A buil-fight as now pract lced in Spain is not 
only a barbarous and sickening, but, whatever 
the amateurs may say tothe contrary, a duil, 
mou tonous amusement. There were six bulls 
coming in one after the other to be poked with 
pointed poles in the ribs, worried with 
red cloaks, and stuck with barbed darts 
in the shoulders, and to be in the end, 
when utterly exhausted in their baffled rage, 


stabbed in the back with a sword, and dis-. 


patched with daggers in the nape of the neck. 
Three or four horses were gored and disem- 
boweled, and their riders bruised and almost 
crushed by awkward falls; bat one act of the 
tragedy was only a repetition of the incidents 
of the other five; the real “fun,” the thrill of 
horror from immineot danger to human life, 
was altogether missing, and all the exertions of 
chulos and banderilleros hardly elicited from the 


sluggish bulls more fury than might, under tue | 


same provocation, be expected from cows. 

The redeeming feature in all the bratality of 
these modern Spanish tournaments is the 
mutual generosicy and chivalrous torbearance 
that men and beasts, as a rule, observe toward 
one another. There is no instance, I believe, of 
a bull attacking a ' horse otherwise than 
in front or in flank, or even in his blind mad- 
ness rushing upon any of the attendants, whose 
plain clothes, distinguishing them from 
the silk and spangies of the 
designate them as non-combatatts. On 
the other hand, the wecadores and the espada, if 
the v are up to their business, never strike the 
bull unless, by any amount of defiance and 
teasing, they can goad bim into a charge. 0 
of the matadores who so far forgot the rules 4s 
to thrust bis blade between the steer’s 
shoulders as the latter stood still, evidentiy 
“tanking ” the encounter, was visited with such 
a volley of bisses and execration, by such a 
chorus ot A-se-si-vo/” ** 4-se-si-no/” sungin a 
cadence, as actually to drive him igno- 
miniousiy from the arena for the rest of 
the day. For, after all, the most curious 
part of the game at a bull-dgut is played 
not by the performers in the lists. but dy the 
bystanders in tbe amphitheatre. Tnough ladies 
of rank and refinement, both native and alien, 
are to be seen in the boxes and re- 
served seats, the buil-gght is a man’s 
pastime, and most of the women. of the low- 
est classes, the majas, habiwally crowdmy 
the rows of bare wooden benches, are somewhat 
unsexed creaturrs; and, althourch they su out 
the revolting sicht with uoflinching fortitude, 
it is evident that what attracts them to the rug 
is the wish to sbow themselves where there 
are many eyes to see them, and so interest 
men by the sympathy they evince in their 
sports. Spanish women go tothe bull-ring as 
fast English girls smoke cigarettes,—in sheer 
bravado. Nowhere does the female or Span- 
ish Andalusian costume look so gay or gorgeous 
as on these occasions, nowhere are more glariuy: 
colors, more fantastic heaa-dresses, so great a 
proportion of gold ornaments produced as 
where a maja is gure to meet a crowd of majos. 
As for the sparks.“ or daadies that go by that 
name, they muster strong at Seville at this sea- 
son, and it is their loudness and riotousness 
that give the air of liveliness to these sham- 
bles, and animation to a crowd met to 
see poor inoffensive brutes “butchered to 
make a Spanish holiday.“ It would be an ab- 
surdity to call these young stars merry, for 
they are only frantic, and storm and rage 
throughout the performance, shouting at the 
top of all their voices, with their eyes starting 
from their sockets, and their arms sawing the 
air with the utmost strain of violent gesticula- 
tion.

HOW NEWS TRAVELS. 


The Mayor received the following yesterday, 
which explains itself. It is of interest as show- 
ing how news travels, and how in traveling it 
becomes badly mixed uo: 

Lowvon, June 1, 1879—Srm: I most respectfully 
lay before you the following circumstances, ana 
earnestly ask for your assistance towards relieving 
the anxieties of the many respectable friends of 
the individual I have to refer to. I inclose the 
photograph of my son, Thomas Gray, a man of 40 
years of age, ve feet ten inches in hight, and 
weighs 200 pounds. He is my last surviving son, 
and the last left to me of seven children. e dis- 
appeared in July last year. but ostensibly to push 
his way in the West, but from that time to this his 
family have never heard. from him. He 
was. 1 heard of as being : 
but of that nothing is known. for certain 
by his relatives. Two months since, bowever, 
‘there appeared in the rere of the country 
an account of the attempted assassination of. Mr. 
Edwin Booth in a theatre in Chicago by a person 
named Gray. I inclose copies of these paragraphs. 
by which you will observe that that person's Chris- 
tian name is stated to be Mark, bat that may 
possibly ooly be to destroy identity. I am im- 
pressed, however, with the idea that this very per- 
son is my own dear son, and for the following 
reasons: My son was intimately acquainted with 
Mr. Booth's brother, Who so barbarously murdered 
your nobie-hearted President Lincoln, and he 
was also well known to Mr. Edwin Booth, and, I 
fear. moved tov much in what is called 
**fast life.” Personally, also. I know that my 
son babitnally carried a revolver-pistol; and he 
once related to me, vive voce, the whole manner 
and circumstances of Lineoln’s assassination at the 
hands of the elder Booth. Of course, you will un- 
derstand that my son had nothing todo with that 
dreadful affair. He merely related the newspaper 
accounts when he visited me in England. and I 
only name the affair to show hie acqnaintance with 
the Booths. Simultaneously with the abominable 
outrage on Mr. 
in the newspapers an account of a similar attack 
on Mr. Greenebaum, the banker of Chicago, by a 
lady. Now, it is singular that my son was also 
well known to Mr. Greenebaum, and may have 
known the lady. Now. sir, if thie Gay, supposing 
bim to de my son, is villain enough in hie senses to 
fire on an unarmed man for any provocation what- 
ever, and has linked himself with other despera- 
does, I care not to know him or know of him any 
more. But if, as the second paragraph I now 
send you shows, this Gay is declared 
to de insane, then it is my duty, 
thoneh a most painful one, to try and ascer- 
tah if he is my son, and, if so, where be is. 
If insane, he must be under legal restraint, and, 
eee within your sterial jurisdiction. It 
s to ascertain the facta that I venture to trespass 
on your valuable time. Ifee!l sure. however, that 
you will not grudge the trondle involved in this in- 
quiry if youcan send any comfort to a most at - 
flicted family. My object, however, is not alone 
to seek for comfort, but the truth, whatever it is; 
and, in asking your assistance for that end, I do 
#0 not in your o | capacity, but in that of a pri- 
vate gentleman at present. I may add that my 
writing to you has been suegested by the head of 
the detective force im Liverpool.

KICKED TO DEATH. 
JOHN M’QUADE HELD FOR THE MURDER OF 
ROBERT ANDERSON. 

The inquest on the body of Robert Anderson,. 
who was kicked to death by John McQuade on 
the Fourth, was commenced at the West Madi- 
son Street Station yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of quite a crowd. 

The first witness called was Mrs. Post, resid- 
ing at No. 213 West Polk street. She testified 
that she saw Anderson die, but did not see 
McQuade kick him. 

George Anderson, a brother of the deceased, 
was sworn, but knew notbing of the circum- 
stances of the killing. 

Michael Lorden tgstified that he had been an 
eye-witness to the whole affair. His story in 
brief 6 that about 5:30 o’clock on the àfter- 
poon of July 4. John McQuade, William Dillon, 
and a young man named Moriarty were playing 
ball in a vacant lot opposite 211 Pelk street.

Dillon threw the ball. It passed McQuade, and

FIREWORKS ORDINANCE. 


WHY IT WAS NOT BNFORCED—TUE POLICEMEN 
SENT TO THE SUBURBS. 


The failure of the police to enforce the ordi 
nance probibiting the shooting of pistols and 
guns within the city limits on the Fourth of 
July, resulting as it did in the wounding of 
quite a number of people and the murder of lit- 
tle Henry Schye, bas provcked much comment, 


an impression prevailing that the authorities 


made littie- or no effort to see that phe require- 
ments of the law were complied with. To learn 
the reason of their negligence, if there was one, 
a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday asked Acting-Sua- 
perintendent Dixon why the ordinance was not 


enforced. *

evidenced by the list of injured.” .

The men had orders, if they saw children set- 
ting off fireworks in places where there was 
danger from fire, to arrest them, bo matter who 
they were; but, on vacant lots or in the streets, 
if the missiles were harmless, to pot disturb 
the boys. Butaboy or man who fired off a 
pistol loaded with ball was to be arrested, no 
matter where he was.

“T don’t know exactly, but from the reports 
of the Captains, [ should say twenty or thirty.”

VING PARK. 

The good people of Irving Fark have been 
interested in watching a night-blooming cereus 
(Grandifiora) at the residence of Mr. Periam, 
editor of the Prairie Farmer, for the last ten 
davs. On Saturday night it opened its last 
bloom, fully ten inches in diameter, and the 
event was made the occasion of a public exhibi- 
tion at the depot, to which all were invited, 
and to which all turned out. At 11 o’clock the 
bloom was severed, and given to Dr. Fonda, 
who has it preserved in alchohol, The blooms 
of this magnificent cactus, which begins to un- 
fold at sundown, geaching its perfection 
at midnight, were fully ten inches 
in diameter, pure white, witb the 
otter inclosing spicuiur leaves reflexed, closes 
avain at daylight, and is among the species of 
plants rarely seen outside of bot-houses. Mr. 
Pefiam has n nursing for the last four years 
a specimen of the cereus De Regel,“ never yet 
bloomed, we believe, in the Unitea States,—a 
seedling from the Director of the Botanic Gar- 
dens of St. Petersburg, Russia, and which is said 
to cxpand its blossom fully fourteen inches in 
diameter. Getting tired of nursing this rarity, 
Mr. Periam presented the well-trained specimen 
to the South Park Commission, where, under 
the care of Mr. Kuntz, the accomplished fore- 
man of the green-houses, it is hoped it will 
bloom next year. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


The Continuance of Agricultural Depres- 
sion—Discussion by the Cobden Club. 
New York Herald. 

The agricultural depression in Great Britain 
bas been feit for a long time very severely 
by the tenant farmers. Reports from all parts 
of the United Kingdom speak of hundreds of 
farms remaining uniet in spite of the reduc 
tions that have been made on numerous 
estates by the landlords. The subject bas 
been treated at considerable length im letters 
published io the Herald, wherein our corre- 
spondent pointed out the necessity of taking 
legislative measures for improving the conai- 
tion of the tenant farmers. The depression in 
the agricultural districts has made itself severe- 
ly felt, of course, on the landlords, and, conse- 
quently, the landowners sitting in Parliament 
have a considerable interest in the discussion of 
the question. The Fal Mall Gazette said re- 
cently: “The prevalent belief as to the severity 
of the depression existing in English agricuit- 
ure will be confirmed by the figures recently 
produced before the Devizes Union Assessment 
Committee. The room in which the Committee 
sat is stated to have been crowded with farmers 
anxious to obtain a reduction of their agsess- 
ments, on the ground that their rents had been 
lowered. Of this they produced incontestable 
written evidence,—evidence which showed a 
most remarkable state of things. Thus one 
landlady owned two farms occupied by the 
same tenant. The rent of one was £600 (it bad 
now been reduced to £400), and of the other 
£350, which had been reduced to £250. This 
lady’s income, therefore, from Ber landed prop- 
erty has suddenly decreased from £950 to £650. 
Iu nine other cases rents had been reduced 
from £680 to £445, £868 to £750, £358 to £250, 
£300 to £240, £450 to £400, £580 to £530, £235 to 
£180, £110 to £80, £209 to £165. Roughly, the 
reduction seems to have averaged about a third. 
Such a sudden loss of income cannot bout 
seriously interfere with the usual expenditure 
of the owners of the lund; and that again will 
react upon trade, already suffering by the de- 
crease of farmers’ custom. It would be er- 
tremely interesting if some member of Parlia- 
ment would call for a return of the assessments 
thus Jowered throughout the country. A de- 


‘teriogation in the value of land to this extent, if 


it is at all general, is a question of national con- 
cern. 

The subject was also discussed at the recent 
gathering of the Cobden Club, and, although all 
thé speakers naturally spoke enthusiastically of 
“free trade, peace, and good-will among na- 
tions,’ there were many admissions that the de- 
pression in the manufacturing and agricultural 
districts needed to be taken into consideration.

BODY-BURNING. 


Cremation of Sir M. Coomara Swamy. 
Ceylon Times. 

Over 1,000 persons, representing every class of 
the inhabitants of Colombo, assembled in the 
unconsecrated portion of the Borella Cemetery 
on Monday to witness the cremation of the re- 


mains of the Hon. Sir M. Coomara Swamy, the 


Tamil representative in the Legislative Coun- 
cil, who, as we announced in our last issue, died 
on Sunday morning at his residence at Colpetty. 
This was the first time, we believe, that a ere- 
mation has taken place in the cemetery, which 
probably accounts for the presence of my ver- 
sons who were merely attracted by curiosity; 
and, as it may seem somewhat strange that the 
ceremony, which we are about to describe, 
should take piace within a few hun- 
dred yards of the consecrated por- 


tion of the cemetery, we explain 
that the Government Agent gave the 
necessary permission on the principle that a 
cemetery was for common use, and that the 
portion of it not consecrated could not be de- 
nied to any applicants, whatever weir religious 
faith and whatever their funeral rites might be. 
The necessary site was therefore furnished. for 
the funeral pyre of the deceased Knight, and 
was indicated by a somewhat noyel constrac- 
tion. Hour e plastain trees heavily laden with 
fruit were placed in such a ition that they 
formed the corners of a kind of altar composed 
of sandalwood. The sides of the altar were 
screened with white cloth, and the covering was 
composed of the same material, native fruit be- 
ing profuselv used to give it an attractive ap- 
pearacce. Near at hand was a large suoply of 
sandalwood to be used after the body had been 
deposited on the pyre, and the presence of tw., 
tins of kerdsene, of several chatties contain- 
ing ghee and other inflammabie matgrial iu- 
dicated that every precaution had u taken 
to reduce the body to ashes as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

The cortege was announced to leave the resi- 
dence of the Geceased at 7 oelock precisely, but 
owing tothe roundabout way the 
took, it was considerably past 8 before it arrived 


Pon the ground. The body, which was in a coflin 


covered by a crimson pail with gold fringe, was 
conveyed to the cemetery on a hearse surmount- 
ed by a pagoda-shaped construction of white 
linen, relieved with black and studded with a 
large nOmber of miniature flags, also of white 
linen. As the hearse was slowly drawn by its 
two horses, coolies placed.long strips of cloth in 
front of it, so that from Colpetty to Botella the 
horses’ feet rarely touched whe surface of the 
road. Behind the hearse was a string of nearly 
a huudred car among the occupants of 
waich were Capt. Nevil Hayne, A. D. C., repre- 
senting H. F. the Governor, Chief: Justice 
Stewart, and many other prominent citizens, 
together with an influential representation of 
other classes. 

When the prre was reached the bearse was 
drawn around it three times, and the coffin was 
then borne from the hearse to the pyre by 
Chief-Justice Phear, Mr. Justice Stewart, the 
Hon. Mr. Vane, and the Hon. J. Van Langen- 
bere. Then began wifit was anything but an 
edifying sight, or one calculated to add to the 
solemnity of the death. A number of natives, 
men and women, began to pile over the coffin 
huge logs of sandalwvod, and seemed to regard 
the labor as one of a most ordinary character, 
for they chatted and shouted, and pushed to 
to and fo — as it they were unloading a boat 
in the r. Log upon log Wa upon 
the coffin, until at last it was al con- 
cealed from view, and then two tins of kerosene 
were poured over while campnor and 
other ingredients that have a pleasant odor 
when burnt were liberally emploved, — 
with the ghee in the chatties already mentioned. 

At last, when the of the Eu: opeans, 
exposed, many of them, for nearly two hours 
to the heat of the sun, was nearly exhausted, 
the coolies, who had so assiduously piled on the 
sandalwood, were told to desist from their 
work. By this time the pile over the coffin had 
reached canopy, some of the timber con- 
sisting of wood that had apparently at one 
time formed the pillars of a dwelling-house, 
and that took two men to carry. 

Then Mr. Tamlah, who — on active part in 
directing the operations, requested the crowd 
to retire fora few yards. This request. was 
willingly acceded to, and two nutſves who were 
attired as coolies, but who we are told were 
„priests,“ blew a melancholy wall for a few 
moments on conch sells. As they did so the 
pyre was fired dy means of a torch, and ina 
second or two was a mass of flames, the beat 
from which was unendurable. Most of the 
Europeans present, having seen tHis much of 
the ceremony, at once departed, but large num- 
bers of natives, we are informed, remained un- 
tilthe pyre was nothing but a heap of ashes. 
These ashes, we believe, will be carefully col- 
lected, and after some ceremony scattered either 
in the sea or ſu a river.

In conclusion, we. beg leave to state that it has 
been whispered into the ears of several members 
of this Graud Jury that there are persons living 
together in our county in open violation of the 
law, iu anewer to which we call upon al! those

A LIFE OF ADVENTURE. 


Three Times Sentenced to DeathA Rebel, 
a Spy, and a Union Officer..A Prisoner of 
War in Pern, Refugee from Cuba, and a 
Victim of the Chicago Fire.Now an Lili- 
nois Farmer.

Decatur, III., July 2.—“Gen. Don Carols 

Hasselteno is in the other car,” said a friend to 

me last night wt ile en route bere on the Wabesh 

Railroad. I had heard so much of this Ohioan 

with a bistory that I wemt into the siceping-car 

to get an introduction. I found hum a magvifi- 
cent specimen of physical manbood, perfect in 
his manners, and eptertaiping in the hichest de- 
gree socially. His brilliant black eyes almost 
talked ag he spoke of business, the state of the 
crops, and almost every subject but himeelf. 

But from my friend 1 learned a few of the lead- 

ing incidents in the life of this man, which seem 

Ie fiction rather than a sketch of real life. 
Previous to the War he graduated at Oxford, 

in Butler County, in the same class with the 

gallant Joe Battle, who, with his brother, fell 
beside tueir father at Shiloh while fighting un- 
der the flag of the Lost Cause. After eraduat- 
ing he weot to Hamfiton and read law with 

Judge Clark, who acquired some notoriety at 

Hamilton by bis advocacy of the right of seces- 

sion m 186061. When the War came, Hassel- 

teno determined to risk his fortunes with the 

Vonfederacy. He started South ander the pre- 

to ber husband in Tennessee 

Mrs. Dallie, the wife of Adj. Joe Battle, of the 

Sixth Tennessee. They passed south from 

Louisville on the last train which left that city 


before the War, aud arrived safely at Nashvitle.~ 


From there young Hasseltengo went to Mont- 
gomerv. Ala., then the Coafederate Capital, 
where he was appointed Major, and a little later 
Lieutenant-Colouel, and was ordered to Pensa- 
cola, Fla. When that place fell into the hands 
of the National troops he was captured, 
within a day or two made his escape. His u 
point of duty was at Fort McHenry, from 
whenee he went to Louisville and bought for 
the Confederate troops a quantity of supplics, 
and succeeded in getting them safely within the 
Confederate lines. When Gen. Grant was ad- 
yancing upon Fort Donelson, he went out as «a 
spy, and spent the most of three days with the 
Federals. Being recoenized, he was ordered to 
be shot at about 9 o’clock in the evening, but in 
the rein and darkness again made hie escape, 
and reached the fort at daylicht the next morn- 
ing, drenched and almost frozen. But, upon 
bis report being heard, it was decided to evacu- 
ate the fort with most of the forces. ? 
From Island No, 10 be fell bark to Memphis, 
and, believing that nothing would stay the vic- 
torious march of the Union arms, sent in bis 
resignation, which was e*cepted.

F. lower than the ary 
bulb, thas furnishing positive proof that air is 
aubydriated, as well as cooled and warmed, by 
passing jt through a duct laid in a stratum of 
earth known to bave a tempcrature of about 50 
It bas also been reliably ascertained that an 
hir-duct laid at certain depth, and of a proper 
length, will discharge air at nearly the same 
t reas that of the earth in which it 
lies. It matters not whether the air enters at 
90 deg. to 100 deg. above, or zero to 30 deg. be- 
low, it m discharted from a duct at about the 
temperature of the earth, or about 50 deg. 
It has also repeatedly occurred that air admit- 
ted to the duct at say 60° to 70°, or at 90 t 


buildings sub- earth veotilated is always found to 
be what is called “dry,” though tests made 
which I will describe conelusively show that it is 
not thoroughiy dried. 

By placing a tin vesse) filled with ice and salt 
in end of a sub-earth air-duct, the 
exterior ot the vessel soon became covered with 
a heavy coating of frost. The frost is, of coarse, 
the congealed vapor remaining in air transmit- 
ted by the sub-earth duct, and proves tbat the 
air is not thoroughly dried in passing through 
the duct; yet it is so dry that plain sheet-iron 
pipes forming the discharges of air from a sub- 
earth duct are not rusted, even when have 
been in constant use for years, and u all 
conditions of the external atmosphere. 

It is also found that air fully saturated, as well 
as that io a very dry condition, when it enters 
the — — shaft of a sub-earth air-duct, is de- 
liv to the building in the same 
to both temperature and dryness. 

It is also found that ducts of proper length 
and depth magvelousy maintain their potency 
for botu cooling air transmitted by them dur- 
ing protracted heated terms, and warming it for 
a like period of very cold weather. 

Now there must be brought to bear on the 
walis of the duct, and on the surroanding earth, 
some compensating influence not generally un- 
derstood, that so operates that veryjdry‘and very 
humid air transmitted by it will be delivered 
into the building of about thesame tempera- 
ture and dryneas, and neither condition of the 
air seems to impair the cooling or the warming 
power of a sub-earth duct. 

Will some one competent to do so please ex- 
plain this phenomenon! * 

There is another known characteristie of the 
sub-earth air-duct that bas not been satisfacto- 
rily explained. 

It is this: It is well known; by all dairymen, 
also by those who keep but one cow, that at 
times, when the air is called “muggy,’’ and 
when there are frequent and violent eiectrical 
discharges, milk sours precipitately, and, when 
it bas become coagulated, that condition me- 
chanically prevents cream from rising, and occa- 
sions great loss. Said oss, from the causes in- 
timated, has been estimated by a leading dairy- 
man of Illinois to amount annually io four ad- 
jacent counties—two in Lilinois aad two in Wis- 
consin—to the immense sum of $150,000. He 
says that it ordinarily requires in common milk- 
houses from twenty-three to twenty-five pounds 
of milk to produce one pound of butter; but, 
when the peculiar atmospheric conditions de- 
scribed prevail, it often requires from thirty to 
forty pounds of milk for a pound of butter. 

It is allke interesting and valuable to know 
that milk, set in bouses properiy insulated and 
sub-earth ventilated, is known to stand, at these 
adverse times, thirty-six to forty-cicht hours 
uninfluenced by the conditions described. 

What is the philosophy of this!

The Eight-Hour League. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, July 6.—I have been very much 
interested in the discussson of the Eigut-Hour 
question, andam glad to observe that it is 
withdrawing the question from its supposed 
convection with Communism. I say sup- 
poeed,’’ for this movement fora change in the 
hours of labor never had any logical connection 
with those Socialistic ideas which have been so 
persistently pushed into prominence by men 
who are unacquainted with the theory of our 
Government. It is true the leaders of the 
Communists have endeavored to capture the 
eight-hour men to gain sympathy for their 
party, but the attempt has been a failure. 

One of the leading arguments of the oppo- 
nents of the movement is that it is unjust to re- 
duce the hours of labor without a correspond- 
ing reduction of the wages received. This argu- 
ment ignores the main idea of the movement. I 
deny that the laborer now receives as great a 
proportion of the profits of the products of his 
labor as he should, and this movement is for 
the purpose of having a readjustment of the rel- 
ative shares whicb labor and capital should re- 
ceive for their joint contributions in the pro- 
duction of manufactures. 

What are the facts! During the last fifty 
8 the invention of labor-saving machinery 

as vastly increased the capacity of man to vro- 
duce the necessities uf life, so that now a man 
can produce more in one hour than be could in 
five at the time alluded to. It is true that 
the luboring man has received a portion of this 
increase in the reduction of the hours of labor 
which have already been made from sixteen 
to fourteen; then from fourteen to twelve, and 
finally to ten hours adav; and, also, by the vast 
increase in the amount and cheapness of the 
necessities of life. But, on the other band, 
this has been followed by an increase of the 
things which are considered as necessities; so 
that now, when we consider the difference 
whieh our greater intelligence has made in our 
mode of * PBs and poor alike,—notwith- 
standing ail these wonderiul improvemens in 
everything which promotes man’s ability to 
suoply his wants, the laborer to-day finds 
it’ more diflicult to support himself 
and family in, relatively, the same 
relation wich the rich than did bis father fitty 
‘yeats ago. I am aware that the reply to this is: 
Live more economically, and do without the 
luxuries, as did your fathers.““ But do the rich 


of to-day ive as economically as did their ta- 


thers? ost assurediy not, and they have no 
ruht to demand such a proportion of the re- 
‘sults of labor as wil! enable them to spend their 
time in all the extravagances which modern so- 
elety furnishes, and deny to the men who pro- 
duce the brain and muscle tw create this wealth 
any share m its enjoymepst. The same argu- 
ments which are now used against eight hours

And there let me inquire, have not the 
capitalists already reduced thelt liours of labor, 
and for years been practically eigut, or even 
six, hour men? Forty years ago the pro- 
prietors of manufacturing establishments 
and the large merchants of the gen- 
board cities used to devote twelve or four- 
teen hours a day to their counting-rooms, and 
were satisfied if they could, by hard mental 
labor, accumulate a fortane of 000 or $100,- 
000 in a lifetime, and rarely retired from busi- 
ness until 60 or 70 years oid.

MINNESOTA MENNONITES. 


Visit to the Colony of a Peculiar People— 
Their Singular History. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Jaly 5.—At Mountain Lake 
Station, on the St. Paul & Sioux City Railroad, 
137 miles southwest of St. Paul, there is a col- 
ony of singularly-vrimitive people whom it was 
my good fortune to visit a few weeks ago. 
These Mennonites are known as an important 
body of emigrants from Southern Russia, but, 
aside from their alias Quaker-Baptists, but little 
is known of their creed and its practice. I 
passed a lovely June Sabbath in the Mountain 
Lake settlement, worshiped with them, and 
from one of the most intelligent of their num- 
ber acquired some knowledge of their religious 
belief, their manners, and customs. I have 
spoken of them as singularly primitive. The 
primitive is always singular nowadays, but 
the singular is often far from primitive. 
The singuierity of these people comes 
from rigid simplicity not only of manners and 
customs, but of religious beltef. Some one 
has said, “ Tell me what a people believe, and I 
will tell you what that people are.” When I 
teli you what these Mennonites believe, you can 
largely forecast their eyery-day life. The Ana- 
baptists of Holland, deluded by lawless fanati- 
cism, sought to forcibly establish the Kingdom of 
Christ on earth,fand met their signal overthrow 
in the fall of Munster June 24, 1535. Great was 
the demoralization of their defeat. The leaders 
were hung and their followers wandered about 
the "Netherlands haif-crazed, until from the 
throes of the Anabaptist revolt emerged a 
former Roman Catholic priest,

by name, and he it was whom God called to de- 
liver tbis people. Taking into account the op- 
positevess of Menno’s doctrine, his ultra and 
extreme views of non-resistance to the kingdoms 
of earth, there is in all history scarcely a paral- 
lel to the success of Menuo. Nor do I know 
of a better illustration of how one ex- 
treme begets . apother. This veople 
bad deen taught dy former leaders 
that human government was an unlawfui en- 
croachment on spiritual liberty; that birth of 
rank and wealth should be abolished; and that 
thev held a divine commission to overthrow ex- 
isting governments by the sword. Munster had 
been called Mount Zion, and it had been de- 
fended with Spartan valor. Imagine from such 
as this a people led captive by the cry, “* Peace « 
on earth, good will to men;” “They who take 
the sword shall perish by the sword.” 

A study of the primitive purity of the early 
Ohristians, the sanctity of their moral precepts, 
the innocence and benevolence, and withal the 
austerity of their lives. reveals the basis of Men- 
no’s creed, not only opposed to war, but to cou- 
tention of any sort. He taught that Christians 
should not go to law in the settlement of dis- 
putes; that the taking of interest-moocy makes 
Me a usurer; and that the taking of oaths is 
contrary to the: Divine command. They re- 
jected infant baptism, and favored wash- 
ing of one another’s feet. The strict 
Mennonite does not practice immersion, but 
pouring is the tayored form of the ordinance. 
They all hold the Calvinistic view of Christ's 
mediatorial mission. Under Catherine the 
Great the Mennonites of Prussia and the Netb- 
erlands were invited to the cheap lands of 
South Russia, and were promised exemption 
from military service. A large body accepted 
the proffer, and for generations past have pur- 
sued agriculture upon the lads lying on the 
streams tributary to the Black Sea.

to the United States of late years? An edict 
has been issued reversing the decrce of Cathe- 
rine, and commanding that all children born 
since 1859 shall be enrolled for military service, 
and, furthermore, that, after May 1, 1881, an 
emigrant must forfeit one-third of his posses- 
sions to secure a passport from Russia. These 
are virtually commands to depart, and thev are 
being accepted as such. The Moantain Lake 
colony consists of about 1,600 souls, with con- 
tinued accessions to their number. Our party 
had driven about nine miles ffom the no 
Willow Lake Farm, near Windom, of as 
lovely a June Sunday as one may 
evep hope to see. The bracing Air 
of Minnesota, the undulating prairies with 
their dry, smooth roads, the growing crops of 
emerald green, the silvery lakes dotting the 
wide expanse, the varied songs of the gorec- 
ously-plumed birds of this clime, and the deli- 
cate perfume of the wild flowers, set us all 
agiow in praise of God's handiwork. Certain it 
is these, Mennonites have selected one of the 
favored spots of the Northwest. We drove 
into the cozy town about 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and thence to the 
UNPRETENTIOUS LITTLE CHUCH. 

One of our party was a prominent merchant 
from England, and, singular and unusual, as we 
must have appeared to the congregation who 
had gathered there, we were scarcely observed 
when we entered and took our seats among the 
men and boys who were ranged on one side of 
the house, while the women and girls were ob- 
posite. A plainly-dressed young man, with a 
huge black choker about his neck and a black 
silk forefront, was discoarsing in the German 
tongue of Christ and Nicodemus, and the con- 
gregation were absorbed listeners. I have 
rarely witnessed a body of worshipers more 
intent. The preacher was of their choosing, 
and one of a number found to possess gifts as 
an expounder of the Word. In common with 
the Quakers, they are opposed to a hirelivg 
ministry. They bold the preacher as a spiritual 
teacher. and they regard him with great revér- 
ence as adviser and councilor in temporal as 
well as spiritual affairs, and he and the Bishop 
constitute the only court known tothe Men- 
novite. After the sermon came à prayer, in which 
every one knelt to the floor, then a hymn, 
sung with more fervor than melody. A leader 
carried the refrain when the congregation took 
breath, and for nearly half an bour it was a con- 
tinuous strain. Ihe sweet, clear tones of a 
soprano sang out amidst the discord, but here 
was the sweetness of sound, uative and uncon- 
strained as a feathered songster. The home- 
spun, tidy Gress and complete absence of any 
attempt at adornment was a marked feature of 
the congregation. ‘Their honest, cleanly faces, 
any defined and clean-cut features, stamp

at first sight, and this impression is fully sus- 
tained by the reputation they bear throughout 
Cottonwood" County.

The storm that visited the whole of Minnesota 
Wednesday night and Thursday moruing in the 
shape of a pouring rain, and swept diagonally 
across the southern part of the State in the 
shape of a destructive tornado, is perhaps with- 
out precedent in our bistory, Heavy summer 
rains and floods of more or less severity are 
common enough. Locally formed tornadoes 
have frisked about in the Minnesota and Cannon 
Valley from time to tame, unroofiag houses, 
startling settlers, and cutting wide swaths of 
devastation throag the big woods; but there is 
no record of an extensive, well defined cyclone 
storm, sweeping across the territory of two or 
tbree States, crushing whole villages in its path, 
and sacrificing human lives by dozens. This is 
the character of the present storm. The whole 
number killed by crushing, drowning, and licht- 
mug at Vasa, at Warrenton, and other points 
where the track of the storm crossed the Missis- 
sippi: in Nicollet County, at Le Mars, la, 
where the storm first appeared this side of the 
Missouri, and at various places around the State 
where single deaths ere reported by lightoil 
or drowning, eaunot fall short of twenty; while 
the list of wounded may reach anywhere from 
fifty to 100. The storm is unprecedented in its 
fatality to life, as well as in the extent of its 
path. In both these characters it is totally dif- 
ferent from the ordinary Minnesota meteoro- 
logical disturbance, and approaches in charac- 
ter the familiar cyclone of the tornado belt: 
the region that extends from an indefinite limit 
on the Western piains across the middle Missis- 
sippi Valiey to the lower edge of the lake re- 

on, em points of Nebraska, Kansas, 

issouri, and Illinois. The similarity is so ex- 
act it is im possible not to indulge the fancy that 
we have been visited by a Kansas cyclone that 
has has lost ite way and wandered two or three 
degrees to the north of its native habitat. It is 
natural to entertain this suspicion from a sim- 
ple observation of the eharacter and incidents of 
the storm before attempting to trace its course. 
Itisso different from anything in Minnesota 
experience, and. so exactly similar to what is 
common in the experience of inhabitants of the 
tornado belt, that it is difficult to believe one is 
not reading accounts of the Kansas cyclone of 
last May instead of an occurrence in our vwn 
State. 

It is profitable to consider whether this a 
priori suspicion that the tornado of Wednesday 
is an invader from the native home of the boreal 
army of devastation, instead of a native pro- 
duct, is sustained by facts obeerved a posterior. 
The earliest report of the visit of the storm 
came from Goodhue County, in this State; but 
the earliest traces in point of time are in Eik- 
horn, in the extreme southeastern corver of 
Dakota, which was struck by the tornado at 
5:30 Wednesday afternoon. It reached Le Mars, 
[a., a little later; Faribault about 7 o’clock; 
Nicollet and Steele Counties a little later, and 
struck the Mississippi, ia Goodhue County, ac- 
cording to one report, as late as 11 o'clock at 
night. This isdicates that the progressive 
course of the tornado was to the north- 
east. The direction of the wind at the 
points visitea has no 
the storm was eyciloaic. 
ning, so faras known, was in Dakota. From 
Elkhorn east its points of greatest violence are 
scattered irregulariy on each side of a central 
line, nearly following the course of the Sioux 
City road to its bend at Mankato, and thence 
continuing a littie north of east, passing the 
river at Maiden Rock and continuing in the same 
direction into Wisconsin until the storm prob- 
ably spent its force in the woods of Chippewa 
and Barron Counties. This line is probably the 
centre of the storm’s track, which was com- 
paratively quiet, the greatest violence of the 
wiod occurring on either side, in Steele and 
Goodhue Counties on the south and Nicollet 
and Le Sueur on the north, and being caused 
by the rush of air to fill the vacuum caused by 
the whirlimg centre in its cyclopie progress. 
The storm cannot be traced farther west than 
Dakota; but a prolongation of its course to the 
southwest would lead to the precise region of 
the plains which is the origin of the Kansas and 
Nebraska storms. The original suspicion is fair- 
ly justified, that this is one of those storms 
which, for some unaccountable reason, diverged 
a little to the north, instead of following its 
familiar track to the east. It is not a natural 
product, but an invader from the plains, like 
the flight of locusts. It is a comet among 
storms, a traveler from its native path.amoug 
strange regions of space. It is an invader from 
the meteoric Scythia of the central plains, which 
sends its armies annually to devastate the fer- 
tile fields of Kansas aod Missouri, straved for 
once to prey upon more northeru regions, as the 
barbarian invsders occasionally neglected oft 
plundered Italy to fall upon the land of the 
Franks. It is a foreign product, which Minne- 
sota refuses to father that which she commends, 
with duvthing but a blessing, back to the tor- 
nado belt, where it belongs.

Convgperr X Roaps (Wict is in the State uv 
Kentucky), July 1, 1879.—The most intense 
Greenbacker we hey in the Corners is 8am Pop- 
man, the drugger at Secessionville. Popman 
does nothin from morning till nite but devise 
finanshel skeems for the payment uv the Nasb- 
nel debt, wich, ez he hezn’t never bm able to 
pay any uv bis own, be is entirely competent to 
do. The histry uv Sam Popman is one uy the 
saddest that hez grown out uv Sberman's crooel 


polisy, 

In 1861 Sam Popman wuz a drugger at Se- 
ceshunville, bevily in debt. He owd for his 
stock uy drugs, and he owd for the elose his 
wife wore, and also for them wich adorned his 
person. So desprit wuz Samvooel’s _forchoons, 
in consekence up his predilecshun for boss 
races, and draw poker, and sich, that be serous- 
ly contemplatid skippin to Texas, and embarkin 
in the generally poplar and alluz profitable biz- 
ness uv stealin hosses on the Mexikiu border. 

The inflasben uv the currency consekent upon 
the expenses uv the War changed Sampooel's 
career. He found his stock uv drugs goin up 25 
per centaday. Jollop wich he owed for at the 
rate uy six cents a pound shot up to 20, to 30, to 
50, to anything he chose to ask for it, and it kep 
shootin up and up till the little stock he hed uv 
$5,000 wuz wuth $50,000, and no matter wat he 
bot, it went uo on his hands, and Samyooel 
found hisseif wuth a $100,000 in no time. 

Uy course Samvooel to-wunst commenst to 
live in a style commensurate with his increased 
meens. He went on and bdilt an addishn to his 
house, puttin on two wings and ap extenshun 
back, bildin q fact completely around the old 
house, and puttin another story on the top. Then 
his wife immejitly got two hired girls, and bis 
two dawters was sent to a Seminary in 
Looisviile. Samyooel for his own pleasure 
invested in a fast trottin boss and jined the 
Kentucky Club is Looisville, and played poker 
ez much ez he pleased, ami he pleased to do a 
good deel uv it. It didn’t make a partikle uv 
difference. for ever dollar uv goods he bot 
doubled on bis bands every day ortwo. Mrs. 
Popman utterly refoosed to do any work ur any 
kind, and speat the heft uv ber time tryin on 
dresses, wich she bot in Looisviile, and takin 
excursions to that city, to wear em. It wuz 
ruther a gorgeous time for the Popmans. 

In 1873 Samvooel diskivered there wuz a 
change. The War had bin over some time, and 
the debt wich it bed cost hed to be paid. Sam- 
yooel didn’t see any necessity for payin it at 
all. Samyooel bed lived out all the profits be 
bed made by the raise in the valroo uy hi 
goods, and head gone bevy into reel estate. He 
hed bot 3 amount uv lands, which hed bin 
goin up jist the same ez drugs, and hed bot em 
all aon credit. He hedn’t made any down pay- 
ments, but in piace of actual money down on 
noo purchases, he hed given mortg on the 
property bought, and also on his and 
store, and sicb other real and personal property 
ez he hed. It worried him. 

Ez the kentry, under Sherman’s rooinous pol- 
isy, begun to git down toa gold basis, drugs 
begun to drop 10 per cent a day, instid of raisin 
20, and reel estate commenst to foller drugs and 
sich with friteful accooracr. The land which he 
he hed agreed to pay $1,000 a aker for, be cood- 
ent sell for $15, owing to. the fact that nobody 
wantid it, and the quinine he hed paid $4 an 
ounce fur dropped to $2.25. Consekently Sam- 
yovel was forst to succum, and he wuz scooped. 

The other drugger in Secession ville wuz au- 
other kind uva man. He acceptid the raise on 
his stock, doorin the War period in a Chrischen 
sperit uv thankfulness, and bived, very keer- 
fully, all the money it made him. He lived in 


the same old house thro it all; his wife coutin- 


oered, in a Chrischen way, to bake her owa 
buckwheat cakes and do ber own wasbin, 
and he sot bis face like a flint ain 
fast hosses and expensive likkers. And 
this wuz wat worried Samyooel. When the 
turn cum, his opposishun hed plenty uv money 
in bank, and he marked down his with the 
same childlike and Chrischen spirit that in 1862 
he marked em up. He said to hisself, I hed 
the benefit uv the rise—I will take the conse- 
kences uv the fall, blessed be the name uy the 
Lord,“ and he went right along, aud contin- 
nerd to do biznis and prosper while the Sherif 
wuz closin out Samyoocl. This other drugger 
never howled about bard times. 

Sam yooo! Pooman firmly believes that he wuz 
destroyed by Sherman, and 1 agree with him. 
Hed Sherman gone on ishooin twenty millions 
of greenbax a day, aud payin em out, for h 
and mules, and army supplies, the green- 
bax would ber continnerd to go up, 
and 60 wood Samyoocl’s drugs and 
his out-lots. And as all Samyovel hed 
to do in them halcyon days wuz to mark up the 
prices uv bis goods every mornin, he cood hey 
econtinsered to keep his fast b 
Semyooel cood hey continered to live in Loois- 
ville, and bot satin dresses. Mr. Samyoodeli feels 
it keenly. In the time before the prosperus 
days he wuz contentid with sod-corn whisky and 
stogy segars, but his appetite cot attooned to 
shampane and Havannas, and he finds it exceed- 
ingly difficuit to go back to the simple arcadian
